Sanitary report from Bahia. 

Bahia, Brazil, January #4, 1899. 

Sir : I inclose herewith a compilation of the vital statistics for Bahia 
for the two months — May and June, 1898. The figures were taken from 
the official paper published a few days ago. I also beg leave to inform 
you that at present Bahia is free from contagious disease, other than the 
few sporadic cases of yellow fever and smallpox from time to time 
reported. At present there is a water famine. All water has been shut 
off from houses and all have to rely upon buying from water carriers. 
There was very little rainfall during the past year, and, as the water sup- 
ply of the city is entirely dependent upon the rainfall and the collection 
and storage in reservoirs, there is now little water, and to be able to 
supply water for drinking it became necessary to economize in its use. 
Such water as there is is very bad and can only be used after boiling 
and filtering.
